The long 
rows of looms, the room for spooling, the 
next higher for spinning, and higher still, 
were all visited, and each with more in¬ 
terest than the first, where the large 
piles of cloth of various grades were be¬ 
ing packed for shipment. I can tell you 
but little about it except that it made my 
world seem small. The hundreds of pale- 
faced operators of all ages, wakened with¬ 
in me a sympathetic feeling toward them,

Friend Humphries •— .Feeling in a 
story-telling mood to-night, I ask you to 
bear with me a few moments. In my 
last, I mentioned the visit of the Hon. 
Mr. Dnmont (colored). He gave us a 
short sketch of his life, and related a 
couple of amusing incidents that occurred 
in New Orleans shortly after the eman¬ 
cipation. . He was bom in this state, of 
free parents, who died when he was quite 
young. As he grew older, he found his 
liberty of but little value, as it gave him 
but few more rights .than the slave, (he 
had the right to starve as no master 
would lose by his death) and, finding no 
way of bettering liis condition here, he 
went to Mexico, joined the anuy, and in 
time became colonel. After the war 
closed, he returned to New Orleans to do 
what he could for his needy fellow men. 
As he was fair, he easily passed for a 
white man where he wished so to do, and 
often rode by the planter’s side, or danced 
attendance upon the fair daughters of the 
South. One day he proposed to a num¬ 
ber of colored men that they take a ride 
upon the street cars. This was very 
presumptuous, as no black person was 
allowed to ride with white. They walk¬ 
ed boldly in, took seats, and were as 
promptly ordered out by the conductor, 
who apologized to the supposed white 
man, and explained why his friends could 
not ride. “ But I pay their fare and they 
mmt ride.” As they could not he put 
out, (I believe Butler was in the city) 
those who were in the car (white) got 
out, and the driver told them they could 
stay there but could not ride as he would 
not drive for “niggers.” “But we will 
ride,” said their champion, and taking 
the lines he drove for them, and not on¬ 
ly drove, but filled the car with colored 
people, who rode until they were tired. 
At the soda and bser fountains a colored 
person could seldom get a drink ; one 
man, in particular, who kept an elegant 
saloon, was very bitter, and refused with i 
threats. Hearing of this, Mr. Dumont j 
selected a number of the blackest, worst ! 
looking men he could find, and visited i 
the saloon. As they walked in, the 
proprietor saw business was meant, and 
before a request could be made, said, “I 
give up, gentlemen, and will treat no , 
they all drank, and quietly left. Of

indebted for her name and renown are 
interesting. During the war of 1812, a 
young Bostonian was taken to England 
as a prisoner, where he became much in¬ 
terested in studying the British cotton 
manufacture. After his return, in com¬ 
pany with a friend, ho selected Waltham 
on the Charles river as a site, built a 
mill, and applied the knowledge he had 
gained with sufficient suocess to claim 
his experiment as the germ from which 
a. noble harvest has sprang, and to give 
his name to Massachusetts pride. 

The South, in comparison with the 
North, has but tew mills. In letters on 
“The New South” I see this statement, 
or rather, let me select a few extracts 
from it, referring to tho natural advan¬ 
tages the South has for weaving her 
own cotton. “We can buy cotton here 
at two cents a pound less than they (the 
North) can.” “Our mills use the loose 
cotton purchased from the presses at two 
cents less per pound than the cost of the 
cotton bought for Northern consumption. ” 
“We can buy Pittsburg coal, delivered 
on the river’s bank in front of our fac¬ 
tory. (Lane’s of New Orleans) at less 
than the cost of anthracite to Northern 
mills.” “Add to these our immunity 
from the heavy freight and insurance 
charges paid to get tho goods to market, 
as well as to procure raw material, and 
the demonstration is clear why the North 
will not be able to compete with us.” 
“Labor and fuel are also cheaper.” So 
much for Southern facilities, but I think 
it will be Northern energy that ultilizes 
them. Most of the prosperous planta¬ 
tions in this section are owned by North¬ 
ern men ; and many of the cotton mills 
in the South are owned by them. Cot¬ 
ton will leave no room for generalities if 
L am not careful, and as I have wandered 
so far from my second curiosity, I will 
leave it for my next.

ther northward man lives on fruits, 
vegetables and animals of every name 
and description; and so on to the ex¬ 
treme north. And thus man is adapted 
to the different varieties of climate, and 
the climate to the iliffierent races of 
people. Place the Laplander on the 
soil of New Zealand or viee versa, and 
his life is not worth a sixpence. Give 
the Esquimaux fruits and vegetables for 
his diet, instead of his accustomed food, 
and his life is ravaged with disease and 
his constitution wasted into nothing. 
Feed tho Mexico (N. Y.) man with or¬ 
anges, or the South African with pota¬ 
toes, or the East Indiaman with polar 
boars, and he pines away like an invalid 
in the last stages of consumption. 

The continent of Asia is adapted mostly 
to a race of people that subsist in the 
manner alluded to in the second of the 
four inodes above numtioned. In the 
Holy Scriptures Abraham is spoken of 
as a “patriarch,” moving about from 
plain to plain witli his flocks. There 
were other patriarchs in those days each 
with his own people. Tho encampment 
of a patriarch consisted of lnmsclf, wives 
children and grandchildren; uudasu gene¬ 
ral thing of all his relations. Each family 
had its # qwn head or ruler ; and some¬ 
times an encampment was composed of 
a great many of those families, which, 
with their servants, often made an en¬ 
campment of five hundred or more. 

These encampments moved over the 
plains under the direction of the patri¬ 
arch, going from place to place, wherever 
food and Avater for their herds were 
plentiful. In the course of time the 
number of encampments continually in¬ 
creased j and as a natural consequence, 
fodder became scarce ; encampments

“Despise not the day of little things.’” 
(You would not if you had had my ex¬ 
perience with fleas.) How small that 
grain of wheat, yet many grains sustain, 
millions. How small the cotton seed, yet 
nations are clothed by it. Put these t*vi> 
little grains in tho hollow of your hand, 
anil consider their usefulness, the misery 
a total failure of all their kind would 
bring, and refrain from asking God to* 
bless these little germs of next year’s: 
plenty, ifyoucan. Ground for cottonseed, 
is plowed (or scratched) and prepared any 
time from February until May, tho plant¬ 
ing time varying much, according to tlm 
severity of the winter and slowness of 
the people. There are two ways of put¬ 
ting in seed, sowing it in rows like peas, 
or dropping it iu hills like corn. It i.>4 
cultivated very much like corn ; the- 
poor plants are pulled ouf when ho.*d„ 
It grows here from four to in 
ia height, the bolls about the size of 
a milk-wood’s pod, though tho cotton Imli. 
which burets out may be four times ini 
size. Tho blossom is of a delicate yellow, 
resembling a single rose ; the leaves fall, 
the boll swells, and Anally cracks iu four 
seams, then rolls back, showing its white 
heart which is soon plucked, leaving tho 
poor protector to grew (fry and brown. 
As soon as “tho fields are white for tha 
harvest” men and women, girls anil boys, 
tie bags, or sacks, around their waists, 
and pass through the rows stripping off 
the cotton. This must be done many 
times, as such ia the richness of vegeta¬ 
tion that new bolls keep forming. In 
Nov., I saw a stalk with buds, blossoms, 
green bolls and ripe cotton on it. The 
picking begins the first of October, and 
lasts through November ; and a busy 
time it is. Some planters have a cotton

The process of ginning is very interest¬ 
ing. From my lack of knowledge of tho 
proper names of parts of machinery, I 
fear to attempt a description, lest I make 
myself ridiculous, yet it seems ve y aiui- 
ple. A large cylinder, wood I think, 
around which thin, upright iron bars 
with notched edges urn set—perhaps an 
inch apart—the whole in a box-like case 
four or five feet high, through one side 
of which the axle of the cylinder passes, 
and connects by a band with the engine. 
From the edg3 of the half cover, a slatted 
framework drops over the cylinder, 
through which the little saw-like bars 
play. The gin fits into the wall of, and 
sets half way in a close room. The cot¬ 
ton is put upon the slatted frame, the 
cylinder revolves, the teeth of the hands 
catch into the lint carrying it half around, 
into the little room, where it meets a 
stiff brush that catches it and throws it 
around in the downiest drifts imaginable.

The bill for the free exchange of news¬ 
papers, and for the free transmission by 
mail of newspapers in the county where 
published, was taken up in the House of 
Representatives, on Monday, and passed.

Dear Independent :—Perhaps many 
of your readers would be interested in 
an account of the way mowing machines 
are made, so with your permission I will 
give a short description of their manu¬ 
factory. There is a branch built from 
the Troy and Boston R. R. to the shops, 
so that all the materials can be brought 
to the door without unloading. 

The foundry comes first; 30 tons of 
iron are taken in and cast every day ; 
then it goes to the scratch shop where it 
is cleaned, ready for the machine shop, 
when it is distributed to the different 
workmen to be drilled, turned and fitted 
for the setting-up room. It takes one 
hundred and seventy men to do this 
work. 

The blacksmith shop is at the left of 
the machine shop, with only a partition 
between them, so that as the iron is cut 
and forged itgoes directly to the machine 
shops where it receives the finishing 
touches before it is put together. Next 
comes the saw shop where the lumber is 
taken from the plank and cut and planed, 
bored and mortised, when it goes to the 
paint shop to be primed. It is then 
carried to the setting-up room where 
everything goes in pieces. In this room 
there are fifty men whose business it is 
to set the different pieces up, i. e., put

when merchants from all parts of Europe 
come with their wares and erect tents 
and booths in all the principal thorough¬ 
fares for their display and sale.

A few steps further on, another 
similar Bpace filled with white crockery, 
and large covered wagons standing near 
from which more is being unloaded.

The Principal, acting as Secretary, 
says : “The institution property is in 
good condition, is supplied with gas made 
on the premises, and has, to as great an 
extent as our supply will admit, water 
distributed throughout the buildings.

The whole number of pupils instructed 
in the year has been 436, and the whole 
net cost of maintaining the institution 
for the year, $78,306.39. This is the 
largest collection of mutes in an institu¬ 
tion which is entirely under the control 
and direction of one person. The report 
gives the details of the advancement of 
pupils, the length of rime spent in school 
and many other points of much interest 
which we lack space to give in our col¬ 
umns. On the outside of the light hand 
cover of the pamphlet is a beautiful 
monogram in the center of which, is the 
design of the institution, executed ex¬ 
pressly for the woi’k by Jobn Barrick, 
a deaf-mute of Cincinnati. Taken as a 
whole the report shows a highly prosper¬ 
ous condition of the workings of the in¬ 
stitution, to a large degree, the literary 
status of the pupils and a determination 
of the state officials to offer to her deaf 
and dumb superior advantages for educa¬ 
tion and usefulness. And the people of 
the state manifest a disposition of gen¬ 
erosity in making the school life of the 
pupils comfortable and happy. 

The Third Annual Report of the On¬ 
tario Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, 
Belleville, Canada, W. J. Palmer, M. A., 
Ph. D., Principal. The number of pupils 
in attendance during the year ending 
Sept. 30tli, 1873, has been 193, and ex¬ 
penditures from Oct. 1st, 1872 to Sept. 
30th, 1873, $27,042.53. The report is 
gotten up in a tasty style and contains a 
line view of the ground plan and the ex¬ 
terior of the institution. The Inspector 
reports that everything is working in a 
satisfactory manner. He says : “The 
improvement of many of the pupils, as 
compared with the previous examination, 
was very marked, and the general condi¬ 
tion of the school, both in respect to edu¬ 
cational efficiency and general discipline, 

I was most satisfactory and encouraging. 

! Some pupils, although they had been in 
school since its opening, were very far 
behind others, and a hindrance to pupils 
in the same class. As it was quite clear 
that some of these backward pupils had 
not tho capacity to receive any further 
instruction in the literary dppai’tment, 
and as they were not desirous of learning 
a trade, the Principal was instructed not 
to admit them again, as in such cases 
the progress of the other pupils is im¬ 
peded by the effort of the teacher to ad¬ 
vance these weak-minded pupils. Their 
education must, under the most favora¬ 
ble circumstances, be very limited ; and 
it is a question whether tbe continued 
effoi’ts of the Principal and his staff 
should not iri such cases be directed more 
to mechanical than literary training. 
The great increase in tho number of pu¬ 
pils rendered it necessary that two more 
classes should be formed, and that two 
additional teachers should be appointed 
to take charge of them.” 

“Great progress has boe# lpade during 
the year in the establishment of indus¬ 
trial shops. The carpenter and cabinet 
shop building was completed in the 
early part of the season, and a con¬ 
siderable addition has been made to the 
number of youths receiving mechanical 
instruction in these excellent shops. The 
shoe shop was qpened in August, when 
an order was at once seufcfgQffl. this office 
for 240 pairs of Cobourg boots for the 
Central Prison, Toronto, as well as the 
supply of winter boots and shoes for the 
London Asylum. Part of these orders 
have been executed in a good, workman¬ 
like manner, and the shop is now in suc¬ 
cessful operation.- A tailoring and gen¬ 
eral sewing shop, under the superintend¬ 
ence of a competent seamstress who un-; 
derstands cutting, has also been opened, 
and as soon as it is properly organized, 
it will doubtless obtain plenty of work. 
In order to inculcate habits of industry 
among young pupils, it is most desirable 
that some light work of a manufacturing 
character should be established, and an 
effort is now being made to obtain em-

out a majority of the Board concurring, 
we nevertheless feel willing to let this 
case pass as an unavoidable exception to 
the general rule.

• Several of our leaders having asked 
us as to whether the number of teachers 
in the New York Institution is to be re¬ 
duced, will tij)d the following letter 
from Dr. Peet as their most reliable an¬ 
swer, which we extract from the Annals 
for April: 

“N. Y. Institution for the Instruction 
of the Deaf and Dumb. 

New York, March 17, 1874. 

To the Editor of the Annals : 

Sir : In answer to your letter uf in¬ 
quiry in relation to the projiosed changes 
in this institution, I will simply state, 
for the information of the readers 
of the Anna<ls, that it has been de¬ 
cided by the board of directors to re¬ 
duce the number of instructors to six¬ 
teen, the majority of whom are each to 
have two classes, one to be taught four 
hours in tho morning, and the other four 
hours in the afternoon, with an alterna¬ 
tion, such that the morning desses of one 
week shall be the afternoon classes of the 
next week. 

The pupils, out of school, are to be 
employed in learning mechanical trades 
and domestic details, and it is believed 
that tho appointment of time will pre¬ 
pare them more effectually than is now 
possible fqr tpc actual labor of self-sup¬ 
port, while it will not interfere with 
their intellectual developement, or lower : 
the standard of their attainments.

Others have decided to remain, 
as, in consideration of the extra work, | 
an increase will be made of the compen¬ 
sation they are at present receiving. 

I have no dpijbt that those of tne re¬ 
tiring teachers, who desire to do so, will 
soon be able to secure for themselves 
situations in other institutions, as all are 
intelligent, well educated, and skillful 
in the departments of instruction, to 
which they will take with them our best 
wishj?g wherever they may go.
